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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding these claims, the language "can be" (See e.g., claim 1, In. 13, 21, 24, 
29, 33; claim 4, In. 6) renders the claims indefinite as it is unclear whether the features 
subsequent to the "can be" language are a necessary part of the claimed invention. 
Applicant must positively recite the features of the claimed invention. Examiner thus 
recommends eliminating all instances of "can be" from the claim language. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the respective units" (In. 2, 3). There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by JP 
2000-57406 or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP 4-360299. 
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JP 2000-57406 teaches an apparatus (Fig. 1-17) comprising a 
deposit/withdrawal unit (near 101, 400), a control unit (501), intermediate units (300a, 
300b), and a base unit (300c) with a driving source (Fig. 8, near 700), wherein driving 
portions for the respective units, a power supply with detachable connectors and the 
withdraw-ability of the units are regarded as inherent from the construction of the 
apparatus. 

JP 2000-57406 as set forth above thus teaches all that is claimed. However, 
under an alternative interpretation, the inherent features can be regarded as absent 
from JP 2000-57406. These features, however, are well-known in the bill processing 
arts. For instance, JP 4-360299 teaches a control unit (Fig. 1 , 2, near 48) and also 
teaches detachable modular units (See fig. 1, 4, 6, with emphasis on different number of 
intermediate units). Here, it is implicit that withdraw-able, modular units have 
detachable connectors and separate driving portions. Moreover, the modular units 
provide the common-sense benefit of expanding the flexibility of a bill handling 
apparatus. Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of JP 2000-57406 as 
taught above.
